Toledo , Ohio, Oct. 9.—When the doors 
of the Opera hou se were opened at 7:33 p. 
rn. Thu rsday, thou sands of excited men 
were in the street and fou ght for entrance. 
Some were cru shed against the bu ilding 
and severely hu rt 
The hou se cou ld not 
hold half of the crowd. 
Governor Hoadly 
was the first to arrive on the stage. 
He 
was 
greeted 
with 
a 
storm 
of 
ap­ 
plau se. 
He 
was 
followed 
by 
Ju dge 
Foraker, 
who 
algo 
received 
an ova­ 
tion. 
Foraker is a military man of 38. his 
black hair tinged with silver. 
He was 
neatly dressed in a dark su it. 
He listenei 
attentively to 
Hoadly’s 
speech, taking 
frequ ent notes. 
Ju dge Doyle annou nced 
that Hoadly wou ld speak an hou r, Foraker 
an hou r and a half, and Hoadly to close in 
half an hou r. 
Frank Hu rd rose to intro­ 
du ce 
Governor 
Hoadly. 
The 
crowd 
seemed deliriou s, applau ding 
fu lly five 
minu tes withou t 
interru ption. 
He at­ 
tempted to speak, and the crowd rose 
and yelled again. 
It was an ovation for 
Hu rd. 
Governor Hoadly won 
the flrot 
rou nd by his appeal to the saloon keepers, 
-aying that he was not in favor of prohibi­ 
tion, local option, or anything that re­ 
strained personal liberty. 
The governor’s 
reference to Ju dge Foraker as a “sand­ 
wich man.” carrying a card inscribed “Pro­ 
hibition” in front and one inscribed “Against 
Prohibition’* in the rear brou ght down the 
hou se. 
He 
defined 
the 
plank 
in 
the Repu blican platform recognising the 
right of the people to amend the organic 
law of the state to mean that the Repu blic­ 
ans favor a prohibitory amendment, and 
said that the point was how far the law u iny 
go to regu late the personal habits of ciu - 
aeas. 
The answer to it depended on the an­ 
swer to the other qu estion: 
“Is drink­ 
ing 
a 
vice I” 
“Is a man 
to be al­ 
lowed to indu lge 
in 
moderate drink- 
in 
which 
con 
do * him 
no barm?” 
If 
drinking 
be 
a vioe selling liqu or 
is a vice, bu t if a man who is capable of 
self-control who takes a drink on a farm 
does no harm, then he doe* no harm to 
drink it in a saloon. 
He was opposed to 
partial prohibition or total prohibition, 
and in« favor of graded license, measu red 
according to the amou nt of talas. 
License 
protects the traffic, secu res popu lar liberty 
of the people, cru shes ou t low diva*, an 1 se­ 
cu res obedienoe to law by the dealers. 
At 
the end of an hou r Governor Hoadly took 
his seat amid deafening applau se. 
Ju dge Doyle then introdu ced Ju Ige For­ 
aker, and the applau se .was terrific. 
For­ 
aker went to work in a bu siness-like wav to 
lay ou t bis opponent 
The first point he 
gained on Governor 
Hoadly 
was tha t 
Hoadly had said that Lincoln had dial a 
Democrat. 
“He made a slight mista ke,” 
said Foraker. 
“Lincoln died at the hani- 
of a Democrat” 
This 
wa s greeted with 
lau ghter and applau se by both sides of the 
hou se. 
He then relegated the whole qu es­ 
tion of the liqu or traffic to the legislatu re, os 
he cou ld not answer what that boiy wou ld 
do. Hoadly, in his inau gu ral, says; “I am op­ 
posed to the repial of the Scott Law.'’ He 
now arraigns Repu blicans for favoring the 
law. 
He began to qu estion Hoadly aa to 
lioensa, and how to procu re it if he was op­ 
posed to the taxation of liqu or and how he 
stands as to the taxation of chu rches and 
school hou aea 
Ju dge Feraker denou nood 
the last legislatu re, which 
Hoadly 
ap 
plau ded, as the most infamou sly corru pt 
legislatu re ever elected. 
He referred to 
the 
corru pt 
methods 
in 
the election 
of Henry Payne as United States senator 
and read from 
Democratic 
papers as 
to the corru pt ooal oil crowd. 
He looked 
toward Hoadly as he read it, and asked, 
“Where was you , governor, then7” He then 
referred to Thu rman, reading a part of his 
speech denou ncing bosaiam and the cu t­ 
throat policy by which he was beaten fu r 
senator. 
He tlen read the financial sta te­ 
ment of Hoadly’a administration, showing it 
in an u nfavorable light, and the crowd 
yelled. 
By 
mistake Foraker addressed 
Hoadly a * ju dge. 
“Excu se me, governor, ” 
he said, “I am only ju dge, bu t I'll be g >v- 
ernor next year.” This created the wildest 
applau se and lau ghter in the Rspublicun 
ranks. 
Hoadly began 
his 
reply 
by 
sa ying, 
"Dodged a ga iu,” and the house ra ng with 
cheers and 
la ughter. He sa id: 
“ No on*» 
ever heard me sa y tint Lincoln wa s a Dem­ 
ocra t” 
“ Yes you did,” was the reply from 
a pa rt of the a udience, mingled with hi*»*«» 
a nd cries of “ Dodgel a ga in.” 
Democra ts 
cried “ Sha me!” a nd trouble seemed imm 
uent. 
Hoa dly shook his finger a t the crow i 
a nd sa id: “If Lincoln ha d lived he wu u l i 
ha ve been kicked out of the Repu blican 
pa rty.” 
This brought ou t cries of ra g-* 
from the Republica ns. 
Rega rding cha rges of corruption e » ncern- 
ing the election of Sena tor Pa yne, whicu 
Fora ker rea d from 
Democra tic 
pa per-» , 
Hoa dly sa id when there is suspicion of double 
dea ling in the Democra tic pa rty Democra t* 
a re up in a rme protesting, but in Republica n 
ra nk* there is silence when corruption is on 
foot. 
Foraker cloned by asking 
if 
Hoadly 
favored high license or low license, a |i,WO 
or a 160 i Joe ru e. 
The resu lt of the debate will be to draw 
party line* closer and draw ou t a larger 
vote. 
Both candidate* left a good im­ 
pression on members of their own party.

A lengthy letter of regret and 
political opinions from Patrick Ford, of 
New York, was read. 
The featu re of the 
evening was Gen. Logan’s speech. 
After expressing gratification and high 
appreciation of the honor of being the gu est 
or the du b, and having paid a compliment 
to Baltimore and her citizens, Gen. Logan 
entered u pon a discu ssion of the present 
situ ation of the cou ntry u nder a Democratic 
administration.

Lou is, Oct. 9 .—The ecclesia stica l 
court, wiucij recently tried Rev. H. 
D. 
Ja rdine, of St. Ma ry’s church, Ka nsa s City, 
Mo., h&* submitted its verdict to Bishop 
Robertson, of this city. Tue cha rges a ga inst 
Mr. Ja rdine were five in number, a s follow-: 
First, improper conduct towa rd a little girl; 
second, in decent conduct towa rd a la iy who 
ha d come to confession; third, crimina l con­ 
duct towa rd a woma n; fourth, use of na r­ 
cotic» proiuciug inca pa city for tra nsa cting 
ordina ry buduess; fifth, improper conduct 
in being closeted with persons in the sa cristy 
of the church, the doors being closed. 
On the first, second a nd fourth cha rges 
the verdict is guilty; the third cha rge wa s 
not proven. 
The fifth cha rge wa s dismissed 
on a demurrer ea rly in the ca se. Tue court’s 
sentence recommended to the bishop, is de­ 
position from the ministry a nd immedia te 
inhibition 
from 
ministeria l 
functions. 
Bishop Robertson will pa ss upon the sen­ 
tence in u few da ys, a nd mea nwhile ha s 
issued to Ja rdine a precept letter inhibiting 
him from ministeria l function« .

Lo uis , Oct 9.—Abou t 4:30 p. u i. 
Thu rsday, a crowd congregated between 
Seventh and Eighth on Pine street and 
commenced u nhitching the horses from the 
cars of the Union depot line.

wise of the track, and then backing another 
and another u p the hill, pu shed them rapidly 
down-hill u ntil they wou ld strike the cross­ 
wise car. 
This was continu ed u ntil savau 
cars were piled u p together creating a com­

barricade. 
A tremendou s 
crowd 
gathered qu ickly and a fight was started in 
which an u nku own “scab” was stabbed with 
a clasp-knife.
